There is no bet- 
ter way to appreciate 
the amazing blaze of 
autumn colors than 
on a hike through 
the forest. And, in my book, there 
are few better places to do so Up 
North than the section of North 
Country Trail that can be ac- 
cessed at the Deadman’s Hill or 
Wagner Creek sites in the Boyne 
Falls/Elmira/East Jordan area. 

Last weekend I travelled to 
Deadman’s Hill Overlook located 
just south of the M-32 East and

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US-131 intersection about 8 miles 
south of Boyne Falls. The 
panoramic views of the colorful 
Jordan River valley are unparal- 
leled and many other folks were 
also there to appreciate them. 
Two loops of the North Country 
Trail can be accessed on each 
side of the overlook. The trail to 
the right goes down a rather 
steep almost half mile hill. The 
trail to the left is a more gradual 
decline. Both paths are part of an 
either three or eight mile loop 
that meanders through the lovely 
Jordan River valley. I chose the 
eight mile loop and built up quite 
a sweat due to the intermediate to 


ful autumn foliage on a recent trip to the forest. 


challenging elevation level 
changes on this section. This 
path would not be recommended 
for young children, the elderly, or 
other less experienced hikers. If 
you’re really a gamer-and have a 
couple of month’s free time-the 
signs beckon hikers to head east 
to Vermont or west to North 
Dakota! 

Earlier in the summer I 
rode my bike on the trail from the 
Wagner Creek access site which 
is on M-32 west of US-131 on your 
way to East Jordan. The trail is 
relatively flat on this stretch and 
runs through a variety of habi- 
tats including forests, meadows, 
wetlands, and along a pond. On 
the journey I was delighted to 
focus on several Baltimore ori- 
oles, cardinals, and an osprey.

You can also get some excel- 


lent views of autumn foliage and 


river scenes by driving down Jor- 


dan River Rd. and taking any of 
the pull-offs. This gives you the 
reverse view of the one from the 
Overlook as you can see up the 


steep hill draped in maize, pump- 


kin, and crimson. Jordan River 
Rd. is located a mile or so north 
of Deadman’s Hill Rd. off of US- 
1315S.

man’s Hill access site. 

You might also make it a dual 
purpose trip by bringing along 
your fly rod to attempt to sting a 
trout or two in the Jordan. Sev- 
eral local anglers, including 
guides Brian Kozminski and 
James McCullough, consider the 
Jordan River to be a “must fish” 
stream. The Jordan is open all 
year to fishing but possession of 
brown or brook trout is illegal 
after September 30. 

Whichever path you choose, 
get outdoors and explore all that 
the amazing Northern Michigan

Are you reatly for the Medicare 
Annual Enrollment Period? 


Is your drug plan working 
well based on the medica- 
tions that your doctor has 
prescribed? Are you mired 
down in the infamous 
Medicare donut hole? Have 
you been experiencing a lot 
of health care costs associ- 
ated with your advantage 
plan? Perhaps you want to 
consider switching to a dif- 
ferent drug or health plan 
that will give you better cov- 
erage. 

September is a great time 
to begin thinking about all 
this, because the Medicare 
Annual Enrollment Period 
is just around the corner. It 
runs from October 15th 
through December 7th. This 
is the only time that most 
beneficiaries can make 
changes to their current 
Part D prescription drug 
plan or Medicare Advantage 
plan. This year there are 31 
drug plans and an average 
of 14 advantage plans avail- 
able to beneficiaries in this 
area. While the number of 
plan options can be mind 
bog-gling, having several 
choices makes good sense. 

Medicare Part D prescrip- 
tion drug plans must meet 
certain standards, however, 
the premiums, co-pays, for- 
mularies, and coverage ben- 
efits in the donut hole can 
differ. These variables can 
even change within the 
same plan from year-to-year, 
making it important to com- 
pare your list of drugs to all 
plans to determine which 


will work best for you. The 
same is true for Medicare 
Advantage Plans, often re- 
ferred to as Medicare Part C 
plans. Most of the advan- 
tage plans have combined 
benefits for health care and 
prescription drugs. Each 
plan will vary in premium 
cost, co-pays, pro-vider net- 
work, and maximum out of 
pocket cost. 

The annual enrollment 
period is also an excellent 
time for folks to convert 
from a Medicare Advan-tage 
Plan to Medigap coverage, 
or vice versa. There are up 
to 10 different Medigap 
plans avail-able, each hav- 
ing different levels of cover- 
age. Monthly premiums are 
based on plan benefits, your 
age, and other factors that 
are used in the underwrit- 
ing process. Keep in mind 
that if you switch to a Medi- 
gap, you will need to enroll 
in a stand-alone Part D drug 
plan in order to have contin- 
uing coverage for your pre- 
scriptions. 

During the month of Sep- 
tember you can expect to re- 
ceive several important 
notices from the com-pany 
that is currently providing 
your coverage. For example, 
you will receive the Annual 
Notice of Change and the 
Evidence of Coverage. 
These notices will tell about 
the new monthly premium, 
individual drug costs, possi- 
ble changes to the plan’s 
drug formulary, modifica- 


tions to the drug re-stric- 
tions, and adjustments to 
the drug tier groups. A 
change in any of these 
items can result in a sub- 
stantial increase in your 
costs. There will be about 30 
Part D drug plans available 
again next year. This pro- 
vides a great opportunity to 
compare the cost of your 
current plan to several 
other plan offerings that 
could result in cost savings. 

This entire process can be 
daunting for beneficiaries, 
but help is available. Coun- 
selors with the 
Medicare/Medicaid Assis- 
tance Program (MMAP) can 
conduct a review of your 
drug plan during the open 
enrollment period and, if 
needed, furnish suggestions 
for plan alternatives. Local 
MMAP counselors can be 
reached by calling 800-803- 
7174. If requested, represen- 
tatives will send out a 
prescription drug work- 
sheet that will begin the 
process of the Part D plan 
review for 2016. It is recom- 
mended that beneficiaries 
begin calling MMAP in Sep- 
tember to ensure there is 
sufficient time to review 
your Medicare plans for the 
upcoming year.
